I 
had an extra bone in my foot 
taken out in what was called 
flatfoot reconstructive sur- 
gery, and had a titanium rod 
placed in my ankle. 


Erica: Being hear- 

ing impaired since birth has 
had its ad vantages. 1 grew up 
knowing sign language, 
which not many people 
know, and always felt like it 
was a secret language. I 
could sit in front of people 
and talk, and they would 
have no idea what I was say- 
ing. But there are bad things 
too — sometimes it's hard for 
me to hear what teachers and 
other kids are saying, so I 
have to have an interpreter. 

Stephanie: It's the same 

with my foot. I'm glad I had 
the surgery, but it prevents 
me from playing softball and 
dancing. And I can't really 
dress like a girl, because I al- 
ways have to wear tennis 
shoes! 

Erica: From my ex- 

perience, I've learned not to 
pick on people, because I al- 
ways think, what would I 
have felt like if someone had 
made fun of me? I wouldn't 
have liked it, so you could 
say my obstacle has made me 
a kinder person.

Alternative sports, those outside of school, have become more and more 
popular as an option for teens.

Is Seinfeld the best comedy ever? It was a question that appeared on 
the cover of TV GUIDE back in 1996... 


In May, 1997, after nine seasons, they quit on us. Should we be surprised? As 
George Costanza once said, "l come from a long line of quitters. My father was 
a quitter. My grandfather was a quitter. I was raised to give up. 

Often described as " a show about nothing," Seinfeld was about life's 
customary events with humorous significance. Its characters were the icons of 
an unfriendly time: the sarcastic Jerry, (a stand-up comedian who struggles 
with single life in New York), the insecure George, (Jerry's neurotic best 
friend), the pushy Elaine, (Jerry's ex-girlfriend and current pal), and the 
outrageous Kramer (Jerry's eccentric next door neighbor). In 1996, Jerry 
Seinfeld said, "This show is about comedy. It's not about characters. It's not 
about peoples' lives. It's just about what's funny." 

How did Seinfeld's ending affect the students at Northern? Freshman 
Joseph Wood said, "I'm glad it's over. I didn't like it anyway." His quote 
indicated that not everyone liked Seinfeld. Sophomore Jennifer Hatcher had 
mixed feelings, "I never cared much about Seinfeld. I only watched it when 
there was nothing else on ...." Another freshman, Geoffrey Thill, declared, "I 
was very disappointed to see it end With the absence of Seinfeld, what 
were teenagers watching? Thill liked the NBC comedy series Just Shoot Me!, 
and Hatcher enjoyed Beverly Hills 90210 and Party of Five, both prime timesoap 
operas on Fox. 

Jerry once gave George a pointer on showmanship, "When you hit that high 
note, say good-night and walk off." That is exactly how the show ended, on a 
high note. When Seinfeld signed off last May, it was the most watched show 
in the country. Even though fans missed Seinfeld on Thursday evenings, they 
could still catch it through syndication for years to come!

The landmark game went to the Hus- 
kies as they defeated PHHS 24-0. When 
the clock ran out, the Huskies gathered at 
midfield to be handed their trophy, 'it's 
one of the best feelings of my life. Every- 
thing went right for us, and we kept the 
trophy/' commented Rob Carson ('99). 

A streak of bad luck had lingered from 
last season as the team, who got off to a 0-

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The 1999 Spirit, ''Know No Limit," represents an effort by the students 
to encompass the growing opportunities for their peers in school and 
throughout the community as the year 2000 approaches. Editors-in-chief 
Sara Bugaiski, April Horan, and BJ. Kearns, along with Sarah Hilts, 
Merissa Krainbrink, Karen Rumptz, and Kristin Spencer, stayed at Michi- 
gan State University for five days of intensive yearbook training with 
MLPA (Mich Interscholastic Press Assn.). As a result of that study, along 
with previous training and experience, the staff planned and executed 
production of a 264-page book. One hundred percent of production was 
completed on Pagemaker 5.0, representing the first time that any portion 
of Spirit had been created on desktop publishing. 

The Herff Jones printing company in Shawnee Mission, Kansas, 
printed 1 1 25 copies of Spirit 1 999, which sold for $40, $42, and $45. Forty- 
eight pages were printed in four color process. 

The cover is custom embossed lithograph with four-color process 
applied on brushed grain Permacote 120 pt. board. Endsheets are 
Colortext recycled stock selection printed in black. Paper stock through- 
out the book is 80# Bordeaux. 

Headline and caption treatments vary by section; body copy is in 
Palatino font. 

Port Huron Northern is a member of CSPA (Columbia Scholastic Press 
Assn.) and M1PA. Four associations have critiqued Spirit over the past 
eleven years: MIPA has awarded nine Spartan Awards; CSPA two 
Medalist, a Bronze Finalist, several First Place, and two Gold Medalist 
awards; GLIPA (Great Lakes Interscholastic Press Assn.) one Buckeye 
Award and several First Place awards; and ASPA (American Scholastic 
Press Assn.) six First Place with Special Merit awards. 

The goal of the Spirit staff was to produce the best journalistic yearbook 
possible within the given time frame and with available finances from the 
book and ad sales, as well as to offer the school and the community an 
accurate and entertaining history, reference, and memory book of the 
year.
